(d) a computer with memory operating pursuant to software capable of 
receiving the signals from the receiver and determining the location of the 
devices in the bounded area. 

(21) The application of a radiolocation system as claimed in (20), to 
provide a real time display of the ball location, player location, or other 
game piece location, in sporting events^ in order to enhance spectators* 
enjoyment and to aid trainers, players, and officials in accurately 
determining the balFs location and motion.

This application describes a method and apparatus for precisely locating moving 
or stationary objects, with specific application to the real time display of the 
position of bails and/or players in sporting events and/or monitoring of airplanes 
in runways, prisoners in prison, children in childcare, and basically subjects in 
any area with predetermined boundaries. 
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
